Reading 

scores 

decline

Limited improvement in the 
1994 Michigan Education As- 
sessment Program scores has 
frustrated Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell, particularly in 
the field of reading success. 

Bedell continued as in years 
past citing the fact that 32 per- 
cent of the Romulus school 
student body is of a transient 
nature and thus limits proper 
ongoing educational pro- 
cedures. 

He also said that 40 percent 
of the student body is charac- 
terized by state educational 
systems as “low income,” 
which also has a direct impact 
on test scores. 

“While all poor test scores 
are not linked to low income 
families,” he said, “many are 
since they many times get lim- 
ited help or motivation at 
home.” 

Contacted Tuesday morn- 
ing, Assistant Superintendent 
Joel Carr said “we are defi- 
nitely concerned about the low 
reading scores that actually 
dipped below last year’s in the 
fourth and seventh grades. 

In 1993, reading scores 
tested out at 21.0 and 33.2 for 
fourth and seventh graders 
and those scores dipped even 
lower to 17.4 and 21.8 this year. 
Reading test scores did in- 
crease in the 10th grade from 
22.6 in 1993 to 26.5 this year. 

“We will have to take a hard 
look at our ‘whole language’ 
reading program style as we 
work to counter this downward 
tide in reading,” Carr said. 

Strong advances were made 
in the Romulus math scores 
however in all three grades, 
with the fourth graders show- 
ing the most remarkable up- 
surge (jumping from 25.1 in 
1993 to 43.8 this year). 

More modest math in- 
creases were shown in the sev- 
enth grade (18.8 in 1993 up to 
23.2 this year) and in the 10th 
grade (13.5 in 1993 to 15.7 this 
year.) 

Science scores showed 
mixed results with small in- 
creases in the younger grades 
and a slight decrease in the 
10th grade results. The scores 
were fourth grade (47.5 in 1993 
up to 52.4) and seventh grade 
(35.6 up to 38.3). The lower 10th 
grade science scores went 
from 28.4 in 1993 down to 25.6 
this year. 

“Our average middle in- 
come family students score as 
well as any other school dis- 
tricts, but the above listed fac- 
tors drop our overall scores 
tremendously," Bedell said. 

The Romulus School Dis- 
trict has offered voluntary 
MEAP study academies for 
students during the summer 
and after school hours and Sat- 
urdays during the school year. 

“But obviously the persons, 
who need the most remedial 
help are not attending,” Bedell 
said, “thus the school board 
will need to consider whether 
we can make these self-help 
studies mandatory.” 

Bedell said a deeper anal- 
ysis of the MEAP test problems 
will be addressed in coming 
weeks.

Romulus High School gov- 
ernment students learned first 
hand recently life in the 34th 
District Court is nothing like 
Judge Wapner’s People’s Court 
television drama. 

“We watched 34th District 
Court Judge William Szlinis 
handle over 20 cases in a two- 
hour period, nothing like the 
15-minute trials shown on TV,” 
student Josh Remelius ob- 
served last week. 

High School Government 
teacher Rod Hanna insists that 
his students take a hands on 
approach to their classes, and 
thus mandates that they attend 
Romulus City Council and 
School Board meetings and 
spend two hours in the local 
courtrooms. 

Hanna also instructs the 
students to turn in detailed 
written reports on their gov- 
ernment visits and turn them 
in for grading. 

In the court cases, Hanna 
requested the students turn in 
reports on all 20 or more cases 
they witnessed and to reveal 
whether they agreed or dis- 
agreed with the judge’s deci- 


sions. 

For example Stacy Kissel, a 
sixth hour government stu- 
dent, reported that in many 
cases she felt Szlinis was “fair” 
except when it came to several 
spousal abuse type cases, 
where she felt the judge 
should have been much more 
forceful in rendering justice. 

When Szlinis placed a male 
defendant, who plead guilty to 
assaulting a woman, to 11 
months involvement in a de- 
ferred sentence program and 
fined him $100, Kissel de- 
clared in her report, “I dis- 
agree with the judge. I think 
that assault and battery, espe- 
cially on a woman, should be 
punished more severely. I 
think he should have been 
jailed.” 

In a similar case later that 


morning, Kissel stated, “I 
think that all wife beaters 
should serve at least 10 days in 
jail, no exceptions.” 

One of the biggest shocks for 
all the high school students 
was when they saw a former 
student friend of theirs led 
into Chief Judge Felix 
Rogalle’s courtroom on bank 
robbery charges and later on 
charges that he robbed De- 
nny’s and Big Boy restaurants. 

Nikeyia Lipford, another 
government student, was im- 
pressed with the speed cases 
are handled in the local court- 
rooms. “Justice really came 
home to us in a hurry, when we 
saw our friend in court We re- 
alized these things could even 
happen to us.”

Injection well 
hearing delayed

Romulus residents will be 
spared a pre-Christmas divi- 
sive twin zoning hearing pe- 
riod on the proposed 
commercial liquid injection 
well issue this week, but will 
face a continuation of the legal 
battle sometime in January. 

The local zoning hearing for 
the controversial deep well in- 
jection project in Romulus 
was originally slated for 
Wednesday and Thursday 
nights of this week, but was 
postponed at the request of 
Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems (owners of the planned 
well project). 

Earlier hearings on the is- 
sue had drawn standing room 
only crowds at the sessions 
conducted in the hallway of 
the 34th District Court. 

Acting Mayor pro tern 
Randy Gear read a letter into 
the record Monday night from 
EDS attorney Norman Hyman 
requesting that the continua- 
tion of the hearing process be 
put off until the last week of 
January and preferably the 
dates of Jan. 25-26. 

It was announced that the 
dates would be finalized at the 
local Zoning Board of Appeals’ 
first meeting of 1995 slated for 
Jan. 5. 

A check with Hyman’s office 
early Monday revealed that 
the delay had been asked for

and while this week’s hearing 
sessions were definitely post- 
poned no firm commitment 
had been made on the replace- 
ment dates. 

EDS was urgirfg that the fi- 
nal two hearings be held the 
last week of January (Jan. 25 
and 26), but the ZBA will have 
the final say on the meeting 
dates selections. 

As expected two members 
of Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
objected to the delay, stating

Treasurer’s audit

The council agreed to the 
audit study session for 6:30 
p.m. on Jan. 9 in the remodeled 
City Council Chambers. 

But when Napiorkowski 
asked for council approval on 
his planned state workshop at- 
tendance, he ran into a limited 
block by Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry. 

Raspberry tried to table the 
request, but received only the 
support of Councilman Ellis

Lipford, who had never 
been in court before, felt the 
judges’ decisions were fair, not 
harsh and was impacted emo- 
tionally when she witnessed 
the pain exhibited by the 
mother of one of the defen- 
dants. 

Nina Wood, a senior stu- 
dent, said it doesn’t take long 
for you to realize while sitting 
in the courtroom that “these 
are real events happening to 
real people - even your 
friends.” 

Steven O’Connor, who feels 


he may some day get involved 
professionally in the criminal 
justice system, said his court 
day experience “was reality at 
its highest.” 

Since one of the defendants 
“once was my friend,” I real- 
ized quickly as I witnessed 
cases involving prostitution 
and shootings what the real 
world is out there. 

Several of the students said 
they questioned what seeing 
their friend in court meant to 
them personally. They jointly 
said “we wondered first if we 
were right by no longer asso- 
ciating with him. Then we had 
second thoughts as to if we had 
remained his close friends, 
whether he might not have 


been in court that day!” 

Rogjett Peterson, another 
student, said, “I was especially 
surprised when I saw my 
friend’s father go up on an as- 
sault and battery charge. That 
absolutely blew my mind!” 

Peterson admitted that a 
holdup case “scared me. I was 
sitting in the first row” in the 
courtroom and wondered what 
would happen if “he jumped 
over the counter.” 

Peterson was so impressed 
he wrote in his report, “I think 
that we should make a monthly 
visit to the court to study the 
legal systems and what types 
of things really happen in our 
quiet little town.” 


Late firefighter’s actions cited

City leaders, fellow firemen 
and hundreds of area resi- 
dents turned out to remember 
late Romulus Firefighter He- 
nry A. Barnes last Saturday 
and heard Pastor Donald Mc- 
Clellan praise him as a man 
tough enough to help in many 
dangerous rescues and tender 
enough to provide “a listening 
ear” for the hurting in the com- 
munity at any time of day or 
night. 

Mr. Barnes, a veteran of 
more than five years of fire- 
fighting, died suddenly of a 
heart attack while sleeping on 
Dec. 7. A memorial resolution 
was approved by the Romulus 
City Council Monday night and 
Mayor Beverly McAnally 
called Mr. Barnes “a fine 
young man, who was highly 
valued by his fellow firefigh- 
ters.” 

The day before he died, Mr. 


Barnes spent the day with his 
two sons, Russell and Ryan, at 
Cory Elementary School. Less 
than a weeek before he was 
seen selling Goodfellows 
newspapers to help the needy 
families of Romulus. 

In his eulogy, McClellan out- 
lined some of the most famous 
of fire rescue efforts that Mr. 
Barnes took part in including 
the infamous Northwest Flight 
255 airplane disaster and a 
towering apartment house 
blaze in Van Buren. 

But, McClellan said, he also 
was sensitive enough to pro- 
vide the listening ear for any 
person, who needed someone 
to talk to day or night. 

Born in Detroit on July 8, 
1957, he graduated from the 
Inkster-Cherry Hill High 
School. 

Mr. Barnes returned to his 
firefighting duties only this 
past October, after having 
served earlier with the Ro- 


mulus Fire Department from 
1987-1991. 

He was employed as a prod- 
uct specialist with the Sun Oil 
Co. of Taylor. He married the 
former Lisa Michele Vernatt 
on Nov. 21, 1987 in Westland. 

In adddition to his wife, he 
is survived by two sons, 
Russell S. and Henry “Ryan” 
Barnes; two daughters, Kenya 
and Keysha of Inkster; four 
brothers, James, Walter and 
Robert Barnes, all of Inkster 
and Joseph Barnes of Washing- 
ton, D.C.; and two sisters, 
Tammy and Mary K., both of 
Inkster. 

The funeral was at the 
Crane Funeral Home of Ro- 
mulus with Pastor McClellan 
of the Romulus Wesleyan 
Church officiating. Interment 
was in Romulus Cemetery. 

The family recommends 
that memorials be sent to the 
Romulus Fire Station 3 fund 
for use by fellow firefighters.

their hopes that the hearings 
could have been completed in 
1994, as “we hoped for a new 
beginning in 1995,” Debby Ro- 
mak said. 

R.P. Lilly, long time RECAP 
spokesman, chided EDS by 
saying “The latest $64,000 
question is why are they seek- 
ing the postponement? Are 
they stalling for more time to 
intimidate officials in Ro- 
mulus?” 

Romak then warned the city 
council “EDS is temporarily, 
not permanently dropping the 
hazardous liquid well plan. 
Disposing of hazardous liquid 
waste is where they will make 
their profits.” 

After praising the opposi- 
tion to the well offered by 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
four council members (Mary 
Ann Banks. William Wad- 


sworth, Randy Gear and Mic- 
hael Prybyla) Romak stated “it 
is unfortunate that our small 
city was chosen to carry such a 
financial burden (referring to 
the legal costs in battling the 
well effort). But believe this, 
all of us are making a differ- 
ence.” 

Romak read accounts from 
both the Mother Earth News ” 
and Crain's Detroit Business 
newspaper relating to the lo- 
cal well issue. 

The first carried a story on a 
McAnally memo that stated 
the commercial injection well 
project “poses explosion 
risks” and reported a bill seek- 
ing to ban such wells was 
awaiting action in the Michi 
gan legislature. 

The second news account 
was headlined “Romulus 
fights waste well” and told of a 
full page newspaper ad EDS 
had published warning of a 
possible lawsuit against the 


city of Romulus and the fact 
that RECAP had donated 
$1,000 toward the city’s legal 
battle funding. 

Later another RECAP mem- 
ber, Verlie Wilhide, asked the 
three city councilmen, who 
broke ranks with the majority, 
to explain why they took such 
positions with council elec- 
tions coming up in 1995. 

Two veteran Councilmen 
Ellis Pennington and Jimmie 
Raspberry vowed they were 
not one issue candidates and 
would stand on their records. 

Pennington added “if the 
people of Romulus oppose me 
they can vote me out in Sep- 
tember or November. But until 
then I plan to vote for what I 
think is best for the city of Ro- 
mulus.” 

The third councilman, who 
also has departed from the ma- 
jority, Noah “Pete” Bergeron 
chose not to make a statement.

Development plan 
is placed on hold

A economic development 
plan billed as an “aggressive 
effort to develop and market

Visits to classroom 
have mixed reactions 

Earlier this month our staff began its research into Edu- 
cation 2000. focusing on how seventh-graders - the Class of 
2000 - are being prepared for the future. 

Several reporters have spent time in the classrooms 
observing the lessons and listening to the students’ ques- 
tions and answers. 

The results, so far, have been mixed. 

In some areas, our staff members have been impressed 
with the methods of teaching and the knowledge that the 
students have exhibited. In other areas, the staff members 
did not feel that the classroom studies were challenging 
enough for the seventh-grade students. 

Our findings will continue to be reported in our Educa- 
tion 2000 series. 

Perhaps, if anything, our research has taught us that 
there are no easy answers to the educational challenges 
before us. It has also confirmed our assumption that the 
quality of education differs in various schools and dis- 
tricts - often because of the creativity of individual princi- 
pals and teachers and the support and involvement of 
parents. 

Our brief venture into the classrooms has not made us 
experts on education, but it has opened our minds and 
broadened our prospective on the Class of 2000, and we 
believe our experiences will make us better able to report 
on educational issues in the fliture. 


Gun owners must 
use care, caution 


Once again the need for gun owners to secure their 
weapons and keep them out of the reach of children has 
been dramatically illustrated. 

This week a Van Buren Township man faces a prelimi- 
nary hearing on charges of careless and negligent use of a 
firearm. The incident that prompted the charge was the 
wounding of a 5-year-old boy who picked up a loaded .308- 
caliber rifle in the man’s home. Fortunately, the child was 
not seriously injured, but the incident could have had a 
tragic outcome. 

Those who own weapons must be responsible for their 
safe use and proper storage. It is not a matter of gun 
control, -but a matter of owner responsiblity and common 
sense.

The positive side of living in 
a small town like Romulus is 
typified by the life of late fire- 
fighter Henry A. Barnes. 

Mr. Barnes, 37, touched per- 
sons no matter where he went 
and left them with a warm af- 
terglow...at church, at work, at 
the firehouse and in his own 
neighborhood. 

Despite an intensely busy 
work schedule Mr. Barnes al- 
ways found quality time for his 
two sons, his wife, his neigh- 
bors and his God. 

But the major problem in 
Mr. Barnes whole life boiled 
down to the fact “there just 
wasn’t enough time to do ev- 
erything he wanted each day,” 
his co-worker A1 Zimmerman 
said both proudly and sadly. 

The most amazing element 
of Mr. Barnes’ heritage will be 
that even death failed to limit 
his gifts to humanity, for even 
before his funeral Saturday he 
had donated gifts of life (his 
own organs) to about a dozen 
other people.

Candidate 
questions rating 

To the editor: 

As a recent candidate for 
judge, I was a participant in 
the judicial ratings of a local 
bar association as well as a 
civic organization. Even 
though I received relatively 
good evaluations, I was disap- 
pointed to learn the process by 
which the ratings are derived. 
Now that the elections are 
over and this criticism cannot 



affect any pending race, I sug- 
gest that these organizations 
review their procedures to see 
if they can be improved. 

Until I participated in the 
process, I assumed that the rat- 
ings probably included a fairly 
comprehensive evaluation 
based on some objective scor- 
ing criteria and that in the 
case of a bar association, the 
added element of a peer eval- 
uation was included. My expe- 
rience was contrary to these 
assumptions. 

The area bar association 
evaluation, for example, in- 
volved responding to a lengthy 
written questionnaire fol- 
lowed by an oral interview by 
a panel of attorneys. The writ- 
ten questionnaire took several 
hours to complete in addition 
the submission of three legal 
writing samples and a list of 
six legal references, (attorneys 
or judges who could attest to 
your abilities, experience, 
character, etc.), was requested. 

Candidates who inquired, 
were told that the oral inter- 
view portion of the evaluation 
was simply a follow up to their 
written questionnaire re- 
sponse and the legal writings 
that they had submitted. It 
came to me as a great surprise 
when I discovered the follow- 
ing: 

1. There is no objective scor- 
ing criteria whatsoever uti- 
lized in the ratings process. 


2. Candidates for the same 
office are not necessarily, and 
in my case were not, inter- 
viewed by the same interview 
panel. 

3. My interview panel had 
not read my legal writing sam- 
ples as of the time of my inter- 
view nor did they ever contact 
any of my legal references. 

4. The panel’s recommenda- 
tion is read to a committee-at- 
large consisting of some 100- 
plus members and is then 
adopted, unless an at- large 
committee member moves to 
increase or decrease the rat- 
ing. 

This rating process in my 
opinion has some glaring defi- 
ciencies. 

Presumably, voters do rely 
on these ratings. We owe it to 
the voters to make the rating 
system as fair and incorrupt- 
ible as possible.

While Swindoll exaggerates 
characteristics that will get 
parents into trouble, tinges of 
guilt may surface for many 
who realize that they are creat- 
ing a potentially troubling and 
troubled child. 

Our kids have come to ex- 
pect that we will provide them 
with everything they request. 
In our Young Mothers’ Assis- 
tance Program (created to 
match pregnant teens with vol 
unteer mentors), we’ve noticed 
a disturbing trend amongst the 
girls, which suggests that if you 
become pregnant, simply call 
any number of social service 
agencies and all of your finan- 
cial and baby needs will be 
taken care of. When asked how 
a young woman was going to 
support herself and her baby, 
one said “No problem, I’ll just 
go on welfare.” 

And then there is the issue 
of setting limits and expecta 
tions for our children. By not 
clearly defining right from 
wrong, we don’t use windows 
of opportunity to teach our 
children our value system.

However, the Braves re- 
fused to fold, and came back 
with a half-court trap in the 
second half that helped them 
stymie the Glenn offense. 

Ypsilanti erased the deficit 
and managed to take a one- 
point lead with 1:19 left in the 
game thanks to Steve Patton's 
basket and got the ball back 
’ when with a Rocket turnover 
in the ensuing play. 

But Brett Washington man 
aged a steal and a feed to 
guard Savon Hubbard who 
went into got the go ahead 
basket. 


Then, with nine seconds 
left, Hubbard was fouled in a 
race for a loose ball and was 
awarded a pair of free throws 
which he proceeded to make. 

Rucker, who announced 
earlier this year that he would 
attend the University of Iowa 
next fall, came up with 23 
points, 20 rebounds and 
blocked nine Brave shots. 

Hubbard finished with 
eight points and also ac- 
counted for nine assists. 

Glenn coach Mike Schuette, 
who began his third year as 
head coach, used a starting 
lineup that included Hubbard 
and John Albrecht at the 
guards, Rucker, at center, and 
Albert Jones and Eric Reppke 
at forward. Reppke, who is 6-8. 
can take over the pivot when 
Rucker needs a rest. 

Washington, who was one of 
the major players that led the 
Rockets to the Class AA state 
semifinals in football, will 
probably muscle his way into 
the starting lineup after he re- 
fines his moves.

go, the 6-2, 170-pound senior 
also was the fuse to the Bull- 
dogs’ explosive defense. As a 
free safety, Alexander ac- 
counted for two interceptions, 
one he ran back for a 59 yard 
touchdown.

“Adrian was ranked in the 
top 20 at the beginning of the 
season by one of the polls,” De- 
lGiudice noted, “and we gave 
them a battle right down to the 
wire.” 

Romulus came back and 
trounced Taylor Truman 91-49, 
and disposed of Ypsilanti Lin- 
coln 76-52 to take a 2-1 record 
into the week. 

The Eagles tuned up for 
their own holiday tournament 
Tuesday night, clashing with 
perennial cage power Bishop 
Borgess. On Saturday they will 
host Detroit Cody, Dearborn 
Heights Robichaud and De- 
troit Northwestern. 

In the first game scheduled 
for 6 p.m., Robichaud squares 
off with Northwestern, while 
Cody and Romulus clash in the 
nightcap at 8. The champion- 
ship will be decided Monday 
night at Romulus High.

One star was not enough for 
Inkster to turn off a tradi- 
tionally- talented Flint 
Beecher basketball club last 
week. 

Despite a superb perfor- 
mance from 6-6 senior Albert 
White, the Vikings fell to Flint 
71-60 in the season opener for 
both teams. 

White fired in 29 points, 
grabbed 19 rebounds and 
blocked four shots, but the out- 
standing individual effort was 
not enough to overcome 22 Vi- 
king turnovers and an erratic 
effort on defense. 

Inkster coach Monte Den- 
nard said he wasn’t discour- 
aged by the season- opener 
setback and offered “no ex- 
cuses” for the loss. 

“We got to eliminate our 
mistakes,” Dennard said, “and 
we must play smarter. Those 
are the keys to our game and 
our success.” 

Dennard didn’t mention 
anything about the obvious ab- 
sence in his lineup of James 
Outlaw, an All-Area performer 
who did not play in the opener. 
Outlaw’s status is also ques- 
tionable because he has 
reached the age of 19, there- 
fore, there is a question about 
his eligibility. 

Under Michigan High 
School Athletic Association 
rules, a student who reached 
his 19 year may not be eligible 
to compete in varsity 
competition. 

Inkster school officials are 
seeking clarification and may 
even file a lawsuit to allow the 
young athlete to finish out his 
senior year, they said. 

Outlaw was a major force in 
the Vikings’ drive for a Class B 
state title a year ago. He aver- 
aged 17 points per game in a 
23-1 Viking season a year ago.

Stewart, with 17, led the 
losers and Skip Luster added 
16 while Bell hit for 15. 

Romulus apparently took its 
frustrations of a opening night 
loss out on Truman as the Ea- 
gles exploded to a 31 point 
first period and held a 53 21 
lead at halftime giving De- 
lGiudice ample opportunity to 
substitute. 


Stoudmire found the range 
for 20 points, the game’s high, 
and also grabbed 20 rebounds. 
Luster and Bell each had 18 
points for the evening. 

Romulus broke open a close 
game with Lincoln by outscor- 
ing the Railsplitters 24 10 in 
the third and 18 6 in the fourth 
in a 76 52 trouncing of their 
rivals.

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Unions fear repercussions 
from trade agreements, tariffs

A local United Auto 
Workers leader fears that pas- 
sage of the 22.000 page Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, known as GATT, might 
be fatal to organized labor. 

“If we continue on the pre- 
sent course of politics and ad- 
ministration of duties, we are 
destined to die,” said Keith 
Kaye, president of Local 735, 
in Canton. “Unions are in a 
non leveraged position, which 
GATT and NAFTA (North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment) just accelerate.” 

Kaye said that the labor 
movement must improve its 
image and win over the public 
before it is too late. 

While UAW President Owen 
Bieber and Region 1A (which 
includes western Wayne 
County) President Bob King 
have complained that GATT 
favors multinational corpora- 
tions over "ordinary people,” 
neither has proposed any 
counter actions. King said that 


people must get politically ac- 
tive to change the agreement 
to favor expanding trade in a 
way that benefits workers. 

GATT dealt with many of 
the enormously sensitive polit 
ical issues facing the interna 
tional trading system, 
including the gradual reduc- 
tion of tariffs on agricultural 
products and the protection of 
intellectual property rights, 
like copyrights and patents. 

Much to the labor leaders 
dismay, it does not govern how 
countries act within their bor- 
ders, ignoring labor condi- 
tions, environmental 
standards, and human rights. 

“This hurts American 
workers by putting them in 
competition with prison and 
child labor, people making 1/20 
to l/50th of what American 
workers make, while Ameri- 
can executives are the richest 
in the world,” said King 
“Workers deserve at least the 
same protections as business.” 

Jeff Washington, president 
of Local 900 in Wayne, said 
that competition with cheap 


labor would be "devastating,” 
and would reduce American 
workers pay and erode our 
“accustomed standards of 
living.” 

However, the subjects of 
these complaints, countries 
like China and Indonesia, have 
already told the Clinton ad- 
ministration that they con- 
sider these questions to be off 
limits. And Laura TVson, the 
chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, 
denied that these are eco- 
nomic issues. 

Negotiable are issues bene- 
fiting business, so the adminis- 
tration is seeking additional 
agreements on the movement 
of “cultural” products, like 
movies, across national bor- 
ders and on the opening of 
markets to foreign insurance 
companies, securities firms 
and banks. 

Kaye blames current labor 
leaders for losing the public 
sympathy needed to defeat 
GATT. 

“We have to come in and 
modernize our strategy, and 


we have to understand market- 
ing,” he said. Specifically, 
unions must quit supporting 
entitlements, he said. “If we 
look back to Nov. 8, we can see 
that the public is tired of a lot 
of the union philosophy. The 
politicians we support are so- 
cialistic and people are tired 
of paying for it.” 

Bill Clinton is an example, 
he said. 

Kaye fears that unless Mich 
igan unions change their ini 
aee. Gov. Engler’s policies will 
destroy them, beginning with 
the public sector unions. 

“If you get rid of legitimate 
unions, then business will 
have a field day,” he said. 

Citing the General Motors 
Corp. Willow Run plant that 
builds powertrains, he said 
that GATT will accelerate GM’s 
ability to out- source. 

Though believing it is possi- 
ble for a committed union 
leader to mount a campaign to 
remedy GATT, he said, “But I 
don’t see anybody who has the 
courage or ambition to do the 
right thing.” 


New law protects battered victims 


Domestic violence victims 
could count on the new legal 
system to better protect them 
from their abuser under a five- 
bill package recently ap- 
proved by the Michigan House, 
said Rep. Deborah Whyman, 
(R- Canton Township) princi- 
pal sponsor of the legislation. 

“Michigan’s existing laws 
are inadequate and often im- 
pede the ability of law enforce- 
ment to arrest or remove a 
batterer from the home,” said 
Whyman, a former domestic vi- 
olence counselor at a Wash- 
tenaw County shelter. “For 
that reason, many women con- 
tinue to feel powerless, leav- 
ing them discouraged and 
skeptical of the court’s ability 
to keep them safe. Bolstering 
their security through reliable, 
accessible legal protection 


will help restore confidence 
and empower them to end the 
violence.” 

Under Whyman’s initiative, 
House Bill 5804, a court- 
requested restraining order 
would be effective imme- 
diately after a judge signs it, 
rather than when it is served 
to the abuser. In addition, the 
personal protection injunction 
would automatically be en- 
tered into the Law Enforce- 
ment Information Network. 
These changes would untie the 
hands of police who currently 
cannot arrest the accused bat- 
terer until proof of service has 
been returned to the court. 
The restraining orders would 
tell alleged abusers that they 
must stay away from the victim 
or face arrest. 

“Every violent rampage by a 


mate must be looked at as a 
potential homicide. And a 
quick response from police 
and courts is the best method 
to avert such a tragedy,” said 
Whyman. “Domestic abuse is 
about power and control. This 
legislation neutralizes that 
dominance and provides vic- 
tims a viable exit from their 
life of brutality.” 

The lawmaker explained 
that the package also expands 
the definition of domestic vio- 
lence to include dating part- 
ners and adds property 
damage to the criteria judges 
can use to issue a restraining 
order. Stalking and divorce ac- 
tion personal protection or- 
ders also are incorporated. 
Other reforms include sim- 
plifying legal forms and mak- 
ing court services more 


accessible to low-income wo- 
men. 

“A coordinated effort from 
citizens, government and law 
enforcement, fortified by strin- 
gent domestic violence laws is 
essential to combat the seri- 
ousness of this crime,” said 
Judy Ellis, executive director 
of First Step, Western Wayne 
County Project on Domestic 
Violence and Sexual Assault. 
“We commend Representative 
Whyman for her leadership. 
She is a voice for victims that 
cry our for action.” 

“Michigan has come a long 
way toward stemming the inci- 
dents of domestic abuse. Yet 
ending the violence will take 
more than firming up our pro- 
tection laws,” she concluded. 

The legislation now goes to 
the Senate.

Race for Mega Conference Red title will 
be wide open, basketball coaches predict

Look for a dogfight for the 
Mega Conference Red Division 
basketball title this year. 

Don’t look to Wayne Memo- 
rial or Belleville to dominate. 

That’s the message from two 
veteran coaches, whose teams 
have been atop of the former 
Wolverine “A” and Red Divi- 
sion standings in the past. 

A “sloppy starts” by Wayne 
and Belleville isn’t going to 
change Wayne Memorial coach 
Chuck Henry or Belleville’s 
Michael Garland’s minds. 

When the heat is turned on 
in the Mega Conference Red 
Division, everybody is going to 
sweat it out. 

That’s the hoop reality of 
the 1994-95 campaign. 

The two rival coaches point 
to the return of a senior lineup 
at Monroe, an improved Dear- 
born Fordson, a Garden City 
team that is peppered with 
seasoned players, and their 
two respective teams for the 
the reasons for their 
predictions. 

“There is a lot of balance 
this year in the league,” said 
Henry, after his Zebras split 
their first two non-conference 
tilts.

Chris Cannon got the Tigers 
started, they took their cue and 
led all the way, moving to a 11-6 
edge after the first eight min- 
utes and maintaining a five- 
point cushion the rest ot the 
way. 

Cannon picked up where he 
left off in football as the ver- 
satile athlete pumped in 11 
points to lead the Tigers. 

Belleville increased the 
bulge to 27 17 halftime, then 
outscored their visitors 15-11 
and 18-13 in the final two 


periods. 

Cannon, the only player to 
hit in double figures, and 
teammate Erik Szyndlar, a 6-7 
senior center, were the keys in 
this opening game victory.

Body found 

Westland police probe murder of Inkster man

A homicide investigation is being conducted 
by Westland police following the discovery of an 
Inkster man found shot to death behind An- 
napolis Hospital West located at 2345 S. Merri- 
man Road in Westland.

Preliminary forenzic results indicate that the 
victim died within two hours of the discovery of 
his body, according to Kubitskey.

The car is described as a 1980 Cadillac Eldorado 
with black vinyl over gray and a license plate 
number of HYS562.

Battle for life 

Family hosts benefit 
to save their son, 15

With his son battling a life-threatening disease, a Can- 
ton Township father is hoping that a crucial operation 
will give the youth “another chance at life.” 

Fifteen-year-old Canton resident Greg Unger, who at- 
tends Wayne- Westland schools, and his parents, Bar- 
bara and Bill, have a charitable cause this Christmas 
season that extends well into 1995. 

Two-hundred and fifty canisters are in place and 140 
remain to be distributed to support the family’s drive to 
secure the $100,000. needed to provide Greg with a dou- 
ble lung transplant, a necessity to maintain his life be- 
yond 18 months in the face of genetic, terminal, cystic 
fibrosis. Once the surgery is complete, an additional $30- 
40,000 per year may be required to meet medical ex- 
penses. 

Greg, who was diagnosed at six months of age, is man- 
aging to attend classes, despite the fact that less than one 
lung is operational. The Unger family has set July as 
their tentative date to relocate in St Louis, Mo., the 
premiere treatment center for double lung transplants. 
“His lungs are failing now,” Bill Unger said. “If his 
health deteriorates, we would go now. Greg medicates 
with an aerosol antibiotic and a procedure called clap- 
ping, where his chest is patted with a cupped hand in 12 
positions two or three times a day to clear the lung. 

“A double transplant is relatively new,” Unger ex-

plained. “Three centers in the U.S. do them and the 
practice is only three years old.” Locally, the University 
of Michigan just accepted its second duo transplant pa- 
tient St. Louis was chosen for their high success rate.

Sanitation authority seeks partner 
to share incinerator operating costs

Forced to implement a $10 million upgrading of the pre- 
sent facility, representatives of the five-member commu- 
nities of the Central Wayne County Sanitation Authority 
have apparently decided on an alternative - finding a part- 
ner to share in the costs of operating the incinerator. 

The CWCSA board of directors has forwarded to the 
mayors and city councils of member communities a pro- 
posal from a Baltimore, Md., corporation who has offered to 
turn “waste-to-energy” that would keep the present incin- 
erator in operation and preserve about 24 jobs, create some 
200 new jobs and return to the communities a portion of the 
flinds that the corporation would realize from the sale of 
the energy to Detroit Edison. 

The representatives are reluctant to discuss the pro- 
posal until the city councils have been informed and have 
an opportunity to question their representatives, according 
to James Colleran, a member of the Inkster City Council 
who is a vice chairman of the CWCSA. 

Colleran said that CWCSA board has conducted meet- 
ings with representatives of BFI and Central Wayne Energy 
Recovery - the two major bidders and corporations that are 
seeking partnerships with the Authority, but he said it 
would be improper for him to discuss the proposals until 
mayors and city council members of member communities 
“had their say.” 

The proposed waste-to-energy proposal is unique in that 
it is a “partnership between public and private bodies,” 
Colleran stressed. 

The public entities include the five-member cities that 
make up the authority: Wayne, Westland, Inkster, Dearborn 
Heights and Garden City; the private entity is Central 
Wayne Energy' Recovery, which is made up of affiliates of 
Constellation Energy, Inc., a subsidiary of Baltimore Gas & 
Electric which is headquartered in Baltimore, Maryland. 

Colleran did reveal that at a recent CWCSA board meet- 
ing conducted Dec. 8, the board had approved a motion to 
proceed with the energy recovery project. Sometime this 
week, the councils will decide whether they want to enter 
into an agreement with Central Wayne Energy Recovery 
Corp.

The Central Wayne County Sanitation Authority was es- 
tablished in 1958 to evaluate and find solutions to disposing 
of trash and debris in the communities of Wayne, Westland, 
Inkster, Dearborn Heights and Garden City. 

At that time, the cities decided to dispose of the solid 
waste generated in their cities through incineration and, 
via a tax levy, raised funds to construct a plant located at 
4901 S. Inkster Road, Dearborn Heights. 

Each of the cities is represented on the CWCSA board of 
directors. 

Members of the Authority selected incineration of solid 
waste in order to reduce reliance on landfills, which have 
been charging prime rates in recent years. The residue 
from the incineration from two 250-ton per day furnaces is 
taken to a landfill owned by the Authority and located in 
Huron Township. 

However, CWCSA officials said that newly-adopted 
amendments to the Clean Air Act of 1990 necessitated an 
upgrade of the Air Pollution Control equipment at the in- 
cinerator facility which would force the board to either go 
to the taxpayers for additional funds, shut down in a year, 
or find a “partner that would help resolve the problem.” 

“When you figure that the costs to upgrade the present 
system with what the state wants, and that’s a scrubbing 
chambers and a bag house is approximately $10 million 
which would force us to raise the tipping fees by another 
$15 or more to about $75 per ton by 1997,” stressed Colleran, 
“there is no other way out for us. 

“To survive we must find alternatives and I believe we 
are on the right path,” Colleran added.

Teen, 17, 
charged 
in armed 
robbery

An Inkster teen probably 
will never forget the Christmas 
of 1994. He will have to spend 
the holidays behind bars or 
come up with $35,000 in cash 
for a bond. 

Richard Rowe, 17, is ac- 
cused of armed robbery, and 
using a gun in the commission 
of a felony. He is cooling his 
heels in the city jail after los- 
ing a chase with an alert Inks- 
ter police officer and a pair of 
Wayne County deputies. 

Rowe appeared Thursday 
morning before Judge Sylvia 
James, 22nd District Court to 
felony firearm and armed rob- 
bery charges. He stood mute 
and was directed by Judge 
James up with the bond money 
or be retained in the jail until 
a preliminary examination 
could be conducted on the 
charges. 

Rowe failed to post the 
bond. His examination is 
scheduled for 9 a.m. on Dec. 28. 

Rowe is believed to be the 
gunman who robbed a Livonia 
man that was sitting in his ve- 
hicle at The Station, a local 
business on Michigan Avenue. 

The victim, whose name was 
not released to the media, told 
police that a gunman walked 
up to him as he was sitting in 
his car and placed a revolver 
to his head. The robber then 
ordered the man to hand over 
his wallet. He did. 

Then the gunman appar- 
ently spotted a pair of gold 
rings on the victim’s fingers, 
and also demanded that they 
be handed over. 

As the robber fled the 
scene, the victim leaped from 
his vehicle and telephoned the 
Inkster police station. While 
on patrol in the Michigan Ave- 
nue and Bayham Street area, 
Patrolman Brian 
Braunschneider spotted a sub- 
ject who filled the description 
of the man that pulled off the 
robbery. The Inkster police of- 
ficer was about to stop his car 
to question the suspect when 
the subject bolted from the 
scene. 

Braunschneider pursued, 
and the foot chase led to the 
railroad tracks where two 
county deputies had cut off the 
suspect. The suspect, later 
identified as Rowe, gave up 
without further incident 

Rowe was taken into police 
custody and arraigned on 
armed robbery charges. 

‘That was a nice bit of po- 
lice work by the officer and the 
deputies,” said Inkster Detec- 
tive Gary Lorenzen. 
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Help me! 

Kids plead for relief from violence, drugs in neighborhoods

“Help me,” is the plea from 
a fourth-grade pupil who is 
sick and tired of violence and 
drugs in his neighborhood. 

The plea was among a score 
of letters that Inkster Crime 
Prevention officer Rocky Bey- 
doun received after classroom 
discussions in Inkster elemen- 
tary schools. 

The letter-writer, a 10 year- 
old pupil, wrote about a neigh 
borhood where drugs and guns 
are commonplace, where "you 
can hear gun shots any time, 
and you can see crack dealers 
and drugs being sold.” 

“It hurts to read letters like 
this. These kids are being 
robbed of their youth,” Bey- 
doun said. “When I am in the 
classroom, you can see the fear 
in their eyes. They know from 
real-life experiences of guns 
and drugs. And I am there try- 
ing to help them understand 
that they must stay away from 
the deadly combination.” 

As a crime prevention offi- 
cer, Beydoun has met with pu- 
pils in the classrooms to 
discuss guns - toy and real - 
and how they can kill. 

“1 recently asked a class- 
room of fourth-graders if they 
have ever seen someone get 
shot or if a family member had 
ever been shot, and almost ev- 
eryone in that classroom 
raised their hands. 

“I also asked them if any of 
them could get their hands on 
guns or know of someone who 
had a gun, and would you be- 
lieve that these kids who are 
only nine and 10 that it would 
be no problem getting guns.” 

Beydoun is in the class- 
rooms these days at Baylor- 
Woodson Elementary in Inks- 
ter that guns and kids don’t 
find each other. His message is 
a simple one: Guns and kids 
don’t mix.

The children are listening, 
he says. And the message 
hopefully will also get home to 
the parents. 

if the parents would only 
get rid of their guns, we would 
have fewer fatal gun acci 
dents,” he says. 

With guns, drugs and vio- 
lence so prevalent on the 
streets and the homes of Amer 
ica. and with so much violence 
on our television and movie 
screens, aren’t the odds 
stacked against the kids? 

“It seems to be, doesn’t it? 
But I don’t think we’re ready to 
give up. I'm not,” Beydoun 
says. “I have a family and two 
children. I don’t want them to 
live in fear of the streets. And I 
want our home to be safe for 
them. If we work together on 
this, I feel that we can make a 
difference.” 

Born in Sierra Leone, near 
Liberia in west Africa, Bey- 
doun immigrated to the United 
States with his family as a 
child. He was raised in Dear- 
born and attended the Dear- 
born Public Schools. He is 
presently attending Henry 
Ford Community College. 

He chose law enforcement 
as a profession because “help- 
ing people comes naturally 
with me. I have been a crime 
prevention officer for two 
years now and I most defi- 
nitely like what I am doing.” 

As a member of the Crime 
Prevention Department, the 
190-pound reserve police offi- 
cer has worked undercover in 


various “sting” operations tar 
geting prostitution. He also 
has served as a firearms offi 
cer, range officer and assisted 
in the narcotics division. 

Beydoun says education is 
the key and solution to most of 
the problems society is having. 
Violence on television “defi- 
nitely has contributed to the 
problem and has had an ad 
verse affect on our children.” 

“I know most of us have 
heard or read of a copycat inci- 
dence where children carried 
out in real life the violence 
they saw on screen. We have to 
put a stop to this. 

“We must get it across to 
them that real guns and even 
toy guns can kill?” 

Toy guns, too? 

“Yes, if you’re pointing a toy 
gun at someone who doesn’t 
know that it’s a toy, what do you 
think is going to happen? If it 
looks like a gun and it’s 
pointed at the wrong person, 
someone may wind up dead.” 

One of the projects Beydoun 
promotes in the classroom is 
for children to write about 
their experiences with guns in 
the home or neighborhood and 
talking about those problems 
in the classroom. 

“One student wrote: I live on 
Annapolis Street. We are tired of 
the shooting and killing and 
drugs in my neighborhood. There 
are a lot of drug selling taking

place. My family isn't safe any 
more. We need to get it cleaned 

up.” 

“If this was your child, what 
would you do?” Beydoun asks. 
“If parents would only listen 
and heed what their kids are 
trying to tell them.” 

Beydoun says that the con- 
tents of the letters he receives 
keeps him going and convinces 
him that he has selected the 
right profession. 

“I want to help these kids. 
There is hope when we are 
able to talk and discuss these 
matters with them. And, yes, 
these youngsters can make a

A copy of a Plante & Moran 
analysis of the major pro- 
posals submitted to the Au- 
thority by CEI, a subsidiary of 
Baltimore Gas and Electric 
Co., who has been negotiating 
a Waste-to-Energy conversion 
of the plant, and the BFI, a 
waste management company, 
indicated the nationally- 
recognized auditing firm 
clearly favored the Waste-to- 
energy option over the BFI 
base bid. 

On Nov. 30 of this year, rep- 
resentatives of Plante & Moran 
presented the results of the 
study to the members of the 
CWCSA and to the finance offi- 
cers of the five cities. 

After reviewing the bid pro- 
posals, Plante & Moran con- 
cluded that the “...BFI’s bid on 
the monofill was considered to 
be not well defined and too 
speculative.” 

Subsequently, the auditing 
firm also concluded that the 
waste to- energy proposal has 
substantial merits. 

“The Partnership’s base bid 
as submitted was evaluated as 
the Waste-To Energy alterna- 
tive...Even without taking into 
account all of the adjustments 
indicated in the Partnership’s 
letter, the Plante & Moran 
study confirms the Authority’s 
earlier recommendation: the 
Waste-to- Energy is clearly 
more attractive than the BFI 
base bid.” 

If the cities agree, taxpayers 
may find a small reduction in 
their tax bills. Each of the 
member communities levy a 
mill or less to pay for the oper- 
ation of the landfill. 

In a press release issued by 
Tom Barnett, manager of the 
energy recovery project, Bar- 
nett stated that “the Plante & 
Moran study, and subsequent 
clarifications of data, are an 
independent verification of 
the proposal, which has been 
uhder development for more 
than four years. During that 
time, the energy recovery pro- 
ject was viewed favored by the 
CWCSA as the most economi- 
cal and environmentally 
sound long-term plan for solid 
waste disposal. 

“Clearly this project is the 
most beneficial for the partici- 
pating communities." Barnett 
added. "This project repre- 


sents a long-term commitment 
on the Part of Central Wayne 
Energy Recovery and we are 
looking forward to a long and 
mutually beneficial relation- 
ship with the Authority.” 

Barnett also revealed that 
the “project will include an es- 
timated $14 million in state-of- 
art pollution control costs paid 
by the partnership, costs 
which otherwise would be 
paid by the participating com- 
munities. The new equipment 
will include an acid-gas scrub- 
ber and a fabric bag house to 
remove particulates.” 

During council sessions, 
council members have been 
informed that the sale of the 
electricity generated at the 
plant will be sold to the De- 
troit Edison Company. A con- 
tract between Edison and 
Central Wayne has already 
been signed. 

Earlier this year Barnett 
and his corporate officials met 
with council and the mayors of 
the member cities and an- 
swered questions. 

Among some of the benefits, 
officials have pointed out, are 
a score of new jobs. More than 
200 union construction jobs 
will be created over the pro- 
ject’s two-year construction pe- 
riod.

Minutes of a Special Meeting of the City Council of the City of 
Inkster, County of Wayne, State of Michigan (the "City"* held on die 
1 2th day of December. 1994. at b:3() p.m.. Eastern SuuulanJ Tune. 
PRESENT: Councilpersons Greene, Colleran* Hampton. Jiunes and 
Mayor Bivens. ABSENT: Councilpersons H;ims-Fostcr aid Clemens. 
The following preamble and resolution were offered by Councilimui 
Colleran* seconded by Counci I woman James, that 
WHEREAS, this City Council does hereby determine that it is neces- 
sary to acquire and construct street improvements (the ’Improve- 
ments’*) in the City as described in Exhibit A. attached hereto :uid 
made a part hereof; and 

WHEREAS, the cost of the Improvements is estimated to be Four 
Million Three Thousand Dollars ($4,300,000); and 
WHEREAS, die Improvements ;tre p;iri of the Beech Daly Road 
improvement project described in dial certain tax increment financing 
and development plan, as ; unended t die “Pkui") for die development 
area described therein as proposed by die City of Inkster Tax Incre- 
ment Fimuice Authority (the “Authority") and approved by die City 
pursuant to Act 450. Public Acts ol Michigan. 1980, as amended 
C’Act 450*’); and 

WHEREAS, to finance p;irt of the cost of the Improvements, the 
Authority wall issue its Tax Increment Development Bonds, Series 
1994 (the "TIFA Bonds") m an aggregate principal ;unouiu of 
$1,780,000, which TIFA Bonds will be secured and payable primarily 
from tax increment revenues as defined m Act 450 (the “Tax Incre- 
ment Revenues"), and secondarily from a limited tax full faith and 
credit pledge of the City; and 

WHEREAS, because the Tax Increment Revenues arc insufficient to 
finance the total cost of the Improvements, the Authority has requested 
that the City issue the Bonds (as hereinafter defined) on behalf of and 
for the benefit of the Audionty to finance a portion of the remaining 
cost of die Improvements: and 

WHEREAS, die City is willing to issue its Bonds on behalf of and for 
the benefit of the Authority in reliance upon an obligation of the 
Authority to reimburse the City from Tax Increment Revenues (i) for 
die costs of die Bonds, including debt service and costs of issuance 
thereof, and jii) for any amounts advanced by the City to pay debt 
service on the TIFA Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, to finance part of the cost of the Improvements the City 
Council deems it necessary to borrow- the sum of Two Million Three 
Hundred Seventy Five Thousand Dollars ($2,375,000) and issue bonds 
(die “Bonds") therefor as authorized by the provisions of Act 175, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended (“Act 175”); and 
WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the purposes 
enumerated in Act 51, Public Acts of Michigan, 1951, as amended 
("Act 51"); and 

WHEREAS, the revenues received by the City from the Michigan 
Transportation Fund pursuant to Act 51 in the year preceding this 
contemplated borrowing are more than sufficient to comply with all 
the requirements specified in Section 4 of Act 175; 

WHEREAS, the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority ("MMBA") 
(the “Purchaser") has informed the City that it is willing to purchase 
the Bonds authorized by this resolution; and 
WHEREAS, the City has retained the law firm of Miller, Canfield, 
Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., to act as its bond counsel for this financ- 
ing; and 

WHEREAS, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., has also 
been selected to act as one of the two co-bond counsel to MMBA in 
connection with the issuance by MMBA of its bonds, the proceeds of 
which will be used to purchase the City’s Bonds authorized hereby; 
and 

WHEREAS, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., has advised 
the City that its has represented First of Michigan Corporation, which 
is the financial advisor for the City and one of the underwriters for the 
bonds to be issued by MMBA and also has represented Comerica 
Bank the bond registrar and transfer agent for the MMBA’s bonds and 
Goldman, Sachs & Company which is also an underwriter for the 
MMBA's bonds and other potential underwriters of MMBA’s bonds, 
not in this transaction, but in other unrelated matters; and 
WHEREAS, on November 22, 1994 the Michigan Department of 
Treasury issued its Order of Exception from Prior Approval for the 
issuance of the Bonds; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 

1 . The plans and estimates of cost of the Improvements are hereby 
approved and adopted. 

2. The period of usefulness of the Improvements is estimated to be not 
less than twenty (20) years. 

3. The City Council hereby determines to borrow the sum of Two 
Million Three Hundred Seventy Five Thousand Dollars ($2,375,000) 
and issue bonds of the City therefor pursuant to the provisions of Act 
175 (the “Bonds"), for the purpose of providing funds to pay part of 
the cost of the Improvements on behalf of and for the benefit of the 
Authority pursuant to the Plan and Act 450. 

4. The Bonds shall be designated MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION 
FUND BONDS and shall consist of bonds registered as to principal 
and interest of the denominations of any multiple of $5,000 not 
exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of the 
Bonds of that maturity and numbered consecutively in order of regis- 
tration of transfer. The Bonds will be dated the date of initial delivery 
and be payable on August 1st of each year as follows:

In the event the City Manager reduces the aggregate principal amount 
of the Bonds as authorized herein, the City Manager shall reduce any 
of the foregoing maturities in order to effectuate a reduction in the 
aggregate principal amount of the Bonds. 

The Bonds shall bear interest at a rate or rates to be determined on sale, 
which rate or rates however shall not exceed nine percent (9%) per 
annum. The Bonds will be subject to redemption and be payable in the 
manner set forth in paragraph 9 hereof; provided, however, the City 
Manager is hereby authorized to (a) modify the redemption provisions 
in order to effectuate sale to the MMBA provided the premium on the 
earliest redemption does not exceed 3% or (b) to delete the redemption 
provisions from the Bonds. 

5 The Bonds shall be executed in the name of the City with the 
manual or facsimile signatures of the Mayor and the City Clerk and 
shall bear the actual or a facsimile of the City seal. As hereinafter 
described, the Bonds will be initially sold to the MMBA. If MMBA 
transfers the Bonds, the City shall cause replacement bonds to be 
printed, authenticated and delivered to the transferee thereof in accor- 
dance with instructions from the City Treasurer and such Bonds shall 
be executed w ith the facsimile or manual signatures of the Mayor and 
the Clerk and the seal of the City shall be impressed or imprinted 
thereon. Executed blank bonds for registrauon and issuance to trans- 
ferees shall simultaneously, and from time to time thereafter as neces- 
sary, be delivered to the transfer agent for safekeeping. No Bond of 
this series which is signed by the facsimile signature of the Mayor and 
Clerk shall be valid until authenticated by an authorized signature of 


the translcr agent designated by the City Treasurer. 

6. Anv Bond may be transferred upon the books required to be kept 
pursuant to tins section by the person in whose name it is registered, in 
person or by die registered owner’s duly authorized attorney, upon 
surrender of the Bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of a 
duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form approved by the 
transfer agent. Whenever any Bond or Bonds shall be surrendered for 
transfer, the City shall execute and the tr;uislcr agent shall authenticate 
and deliver a new Bond or Bonds, in like aggregate principal amount. 
The transfer agent sh;UI require the payment by the bondholder re- 
questing the transfer of any l;ix or other governmental charge required 
to be paid with respect to the ir.insler The date of determination of the 
registered owner for purposes of payment of interest as provided in 
lhi> resolution may be ch;uiged by the City to conform to ireirket 
practice in the future. The principal of die Bonds shall be payable at 
the office of the transfer agent designated by die transfer agent except 
as provided in die form of Bonds. If and so long as the Bonds ;ire held 
by the MMBA, (a) die City Clerk slmll perforin die notification, bond 
registration and transfer functions of the transfer agent for such bonds 
held by die MMBA and (b) provisions relating to transfer of die Bonds 
may be added to or deleted from die forms of Bonds as necessary; 
otherwise, die City Clerk sh;dl perform, or designate a transfer agent to 
perform, die above described functions and add transfer agent provi- 
sions to die Bonds. 

Except as otherwise provided in the Bond form and unless waived by 
any registered owner ol Bonds to be redeemed, official notice of 
redemption shall be given by the transfer agent on bchall of the 
Audionty. Such notice shall be dated and shall contain at a minimum 
the following information: original issue date; maturity dates; interest 
rates; CUSIP numbers, if ;uiy; certificate numbers (and in the case of 
partial redemption) the called amounts of each certificate; die place 
where Bonds called for redemption ;irc to be surrendered for payment; 
and that interest on Bonds or portions thereof called for redemption 
shall cease to accrue from and after the redempuon date. 

In addiuon, further notice shall be given by die transfer agent in such 
manner as may be required or suggested by regulations or market 
practice at the applicable lime, but no defect in such further notice nor 
any failure to give all or any portion of such further notice shall in any 
manner defeat die effectiveness of a call for redemption if notice 
thereof is given as prescribed herein. 

7. To provide moneys to pay the principal of and interest on the Bonds 
and in accordance widi die provisions of Act 175, there is hereby made 
an irrevocable appropriation of the amount necessary to pay the 
principal of and interest on the Bonds from the moneys to be derived 
from Suite-collected taxes returned to die City for highway purposes, 
pursuant to law. The Bonds are of equal standing with other bonds 
issued by the City payable from said suite-collected uixes, and die City 
may issue additional bonds payable from said state-collected taxes 
within the limitations prescribed by law. 

The City Treasurer is directed, each year that any of the principal of 
and interest on the Bonds remains unpaid, to set aside in a separate 
depository account, to be designated 1994 MICHIGAN TRANSPOR- 
TATION FUND BONDS DEBT RETIREMENT FUND, sufficient 
moneys from revenues received during such year from the Michigan 
Transportation Fund pursuant to law to pay the principal of and 
interest on the Bonds next maturing. Accrued interest, if any, and 
premium, if any, on initial sale of the Bonds shall be deposited into the 

1994 Michigan Transportation Fund Bonds Debt Retirement Fund. 
The Treasurer is further directed to open a separate depository ac- 
count, to be designated 1994 MICHIGAN TRANSPORTATION 
FUND BONDS CONSTRUCTION FUND into which the proceeds of 
the Bonds, less accrued interest and premium, if any, shall be depos- 
ited, which account shall be used to pay the costs of constructing the 
Improvements. Except to pay costs of issuance, in no event shall any 
amounts be expended from the Construction Fund to pay for the 
Improvements until the Authority has acknowledged and confirmed its 
obligation to reimburse the City for those costs of the Bonds and for 
any amounts hereafter advanced by (he City to pay debt service on the 
TIFA Bonds, as described in Paragraph 8. Proceeds remaining after 
completion of the Improvements shall be applied as permitted by law. 

8. Pursuant to Act 175, and as additional security for the prompt 
payment of the principal of and interest on the Bonds, there is hereby 
irrevocably pledged the limited tax full faith and credit of the City, and 
in the event of insufficiency of funds primarily pledged to the payment 
thereof, the City covenants and agrees to provide for such insuffi- 
ciency from such resources as are lawfully available to it, including 
Tax Increment Revenues to be received from the Authority as de- 
scribed below. 

The City is issuing die Bonds in reliance upon an obligation of the 
Authority to reimburse the City from Tax Increment Revenues (i) for 
the entire costs of the Bonds, including debt service and costs of 
issuance, and (ii) for any amounts advanced by the City to pay debt 
service on the TIFA Bonds pursuant to the City’s limited tax full faith 
and credit pledge securing the payment thereof. The City anticipates 
that in each year hereafter, any Tax Increment Revenues legally avail- 
able and in excess of amounts which are required to pay the then 
current debt service on the TIFA Bonds, if any, shall be paid to the 
City by the Authority until the Authority has fully reimbursed the City 
for the costs of the Bonds and any amounts advanced by die City to 
debt service on the TIFA Bonds. 

9. The Bonds shall be in substantially the following form subject to 
such changes as to ministerial form as may be reasonably requested by 
the transfer agent and further subject to (i) changes permitted by 
Section 6 of this resolution upon transfer from die MMBA and (ii) 
such other changes as shall be required to effectuate sale to MMBA 
provided such changes are not prohibited by die terms of diis resolu- 
tion:

This bond is one of a series of bonds of even Date of Original Issue 
aggregaung die principal sum of $2,375,000, issued for the purpose of 
defraying part of the cost of street improvements in the City in 
accordance with a resoluuon duly and regularly adopted by the City 
Council of the City on December 12, 1994 and pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 175. Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended. 


The bonds of this issue are subject to optional redemption in whole or 
in part in such order as the City shall determine, in integral multiples 
of $5,000 on any date permitted by law on or after August 1, 2004 at 
the following redemption prices (expressed as percentages of their 
principal amounts), plus accrued interest to the redemption date:

In case less than the full amount of an outsuindmg bond is called for 
redemption, the transfer agent described in the above described resolu- 
tion, upon presentation to it of the bond called for redemption, shall 
register, authenticate and deliver to the registered owner of record a 
new bond in the principal amount of the portion of the original bond 
not cidlcd for redemption. 

This bond and the interest thereon arc payable from the proceeds of 
State-collected taxes relumed to the City for highway purposes pur- 
suant to law, or in case of insufficiency of said funds, out of the general 
funds of die City, including collections of ad valorem taxes on all 
taxable property in the City which the City may be authorized to levy, 
subject to applicable constitutional, statutory and charter tax rate 
limitations, and the resolution authorizing the bonds contains an irre- 
vocable appropriation of the amount necessary to pay the principal of 
and interest on the bonds of this issue from moneys derived from such 
State-collected taxes so returned to the City for highway purposes 
which have not been theretofore specifically allocated and pledged for 
the payment of indebtedness. This bond is of equal standing with other 
bonds issued by the City payable from said State-collected taxes, and 
the City reserves the right to issue additional bonds payable from said 
State-collected taxes within the limitations prescribed by law. 

This bond is not a general obligation of the State of Michigan. 

This bond is transferable only upon the books of the City kept for that 
purpose at the office of the transfer agent by the registered owner 
hereof in person, or by the registered owner’s attorney duly authorized 
in writing, upon the surrender of this bond together with a written 
instrument of transfer satisfactory to the transfer agent duly executed 
by the registered owner or the registered owner’s attorney duly autho- 
rized in writing, and thereupon a new registered bond or bonds in the 
same aggregate principal amount and of the same maturity shall be 
issued to the transferee in exchange therefor as provided in the resolu- 
tion authorizing the bonds of this issue, and upon the payment of the 
charges, if any, therein prescribed. 

It is hereby certified and recited that all acts, conditions and things 
required to be done, exist and happen, precedent to and in the issuance 
of said series of bonds of which this is one, in order to make them valid 
and binding obligations of the City, have been done, exist and have 
happened in regular and due form and time as required by law, and that 
the total indebtedness of the City, including the series of bonds of 
which this is one, does not exceed any constitutional or statutory 
limitation.

The Mayor, the City Manager or the City Clerk are each hereby 
authorized to execute mid deliver the Purchase Contract substantially 
in die form approved, with such changes and insertions in such 
document as may be necessary or desirable, permitted by law and not 
materially adverse to the City. The City Manager is hereby authorized 
to accept or reject the interest rates and purchase price offered by 
MMBA. subject to the limitations contained herein. 

12. A copy of this resolution shall be published in the Inkster Ledger 
Star, of Inkster. Michigan, or other local newspaper, once before this 
resoluuon becomes effccuve. 

13. The City hereby covenants that, to the extent permuted by law. u 
slmll take all actions within its control necessary to maintain die 
exclusion of die interest on die Bonds from adjusted gross income for 
general federtd income tax purposes under die Internal Revenue Code 
of 19X6. as tunended (the “Code"), including specifically till actions 
and abstention from actions as required by the Non-Arbitrage and Tax 
Compliance Certificate and related documents furnished in connection 
widi the Bonds. 

14. The Mayor, the City Manager, the City Clerk, the City Treasurer or 
cidier of them be and ;irc authorized to execute on behalf of the City 
tiny document, certificate, or assignment necessary to properly autho- 
rize and deliver the Bonds to the MMBA or, if necessary, to provide 
for reimbursement of die City by the Authority from Tax Increment 
Revenues of the costs of the Bonds or ;uiy future amounts advanced by 
die City to pay debt service on the TIFA Bonds. 

15. The City Council hereby consents to the rcpreseiitauon of the City 
by Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., notwithstanding Mil- 
ler, Canfield’s representadon of the MMBA as one of its two co- bond 
counsel and the periodic representation by Miller, Canfield in unre- 
lated matters of other parties and potential parties to the issuance of the 
Bonds. 

16. All resolutions and parts of resolutions insofar as they conflict with 
the provisions of this resoluuon be and the same hereby are rescinded.

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Trekkies line up to see Star Trek Generation special effects

It has all the special effect 
glitz and glamour Star Trek 
fans expect from their favorite 
flick and television series. 

The new film. Star Trek Gen- 
erations , is now playing at the- 
atres throughout the state. The 
latest rendition of the space 
adventure brings together the 
cast from the television series 
Star Trek: The Next Generation 
and the original Star Trek 
movie cast. 

Trekkies will get to see their 
beloved Captain Kirk, por- 
trayed by William Shatner. in 
Generations as well as Scotty, 
James Doohan. and Chekov. 
Walter Koenig. 

In Star Trek Generations a 
long-lived alien goes in search 
of the answer to a mystery that 
he, by accident, uncovered. 
The alien is willing to destroy 
civilizations to attain his goal. 

Both captains of the Enter- 


prise together attempt to stop 
him. 

“Captain Kirk is an Amen 
can icon and Captain Jean Luc 
Picard embodies the same 
qua lities-cou rage, farsighted- 
ness, moral values and a fu 
ture offering great hope," said 
David Carson, director of the 
film. 

Principal photography for 
Star Trek Generations began on 
March 28, 1994. While many 
cast members of the television 
series Star Trek: The Next Gen- 
eration were completing the fi 
nal episode of the high-rated 
show, the filmmakers gathered 
on Stage 5, Paramount’s largest 
soundstage, to shoot a scene 
where Shatner as Captain Kirk 
maneuvers within a three- 
story shaft to risk his life in an 
effort to prevent the destruc- 
tion of the Enterprise. 

“Star Trek” history was 
made as the two famous cap- 
tains of the Enterprise were 
brought together for the first 


time to film a scene in and 
around a cabin located above 
the Alabama Hills near the 
town of Lone Pine in Califor- 
nia’s Owens Valley. 

The sequence was com 
pleted at the Beery Ranch in a 
small town known as Hart Flat, 
an hour’s car journey from 
Bakersfield. 

The surface of a planet in 
the Vendian system that be- 
comes the site of Soran’s out 
post was filmed in Nevada’s 
Valley of Fire, located an 
hour’s drive northeast of Las 
Vegas.
